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INDUSTRIAL  SUBJECTS  in 

'•m 

Along  with  the  reaction  against  those  subjects  which  are  termed  *'   nd 
necessary"  by  the  more  practical-minded,  has  come  the  movement  of  plac 
practical  subjects  in  the  curriculum  of  the  up-to-date  school.     These  sub;    he 
are  valuable  because  of  the  interest  in  other  subjects,  which  they  awaken  in    ne 
students.     For  instance,  a  boy  who  becomes  interested  in  manual  train 
finds  he  must  have  a  knowledge  of  arithmetic  before  he  can  do  efficient  wo 
a  girl  studies  chemistry  more  zealously  after  entering  the  class  in  cooke 
Not  only  do  these  subjects  awaken  the  latent  mental  powers,  but  they  a 
teach  patience  and  students  are  urged  to  put  forth  their  best  effort  in  the  worl 
especially  where  prizes  are  offered.     Like  all  other  good  schools,  India 
has  not  been  slow  in  placing  these  subjects  in  the  curriculum  and  findi 
efficient  teachers  to  conduct  the  classes. 

The  classroom  for  sewing  is  a  light,  airy  room  in  the  basement  of  Sutt 
Hall.  If  is  fitted  up  with  mirrors,  machines,  sewing  tables,  chairs  and 
articles  necessary  to  do  good  work  along  this  line.  Here,  the  girls  learn  to  d 
tinguish  materials;  to  use  patterns;  work  with  machines;  and  to  cut,  fit,  a 
sew  their  own  garments.  It  is  one  of  the  requirements  of  the  course  that  ea 
girl,  under  the  supervision  of  the  teacher,  complete  two  garments  for  hers  [j 
each  term. 

The  cooking  department  is  also  in  the  basement  and  consists  of  a  lai 
classroom,  pantry,  and  dining-room.  The  classroom  is  furnished  with 
supply- table,  cupboards,  a  large  stove  for  general  use,  and  twenty-eight  i  ^i 
dividual  desks.  All  supplies  are  kept  in  the  pantry.  The  dining-room  ^ 
beautifully  finished  and  furnished  in  mission.  The  girls  learn  to  anal) 
foods  and  study  best  methods  of  cooking.  They  also  learn  the  price  of  foo 
and  how  to  make  out  menus.  After  the  class  has  discussed  and  maide  o 
a  menu,  they  proceed  with  the  cooking.  That  the  meals  which  the}/  ser 
show  the  girls  to  be  good  cooks  will  be  affirmed  by  the  many  members!  of  t 
faculty  who  have  been  guests  of  the  class  during  the  term. 

Although  our  school  has  not  taken  Senator  Penrose's  advice  ar^J  p< 
mitted  the  young  men  to  enter  the  cooking  classes,  they  do  share  with  tljie  gi: 
the  instruction  given  in  manual  training  and  basketry.  In  manual  triainin 
each  student  has  his  own  work  bench,  where  all  needed  tools  may  be  foun 
In  this  class  they  learn,  the  care  and  use  of  tools;  that  accurate  measu  ring 
the  first  essential  of  good  work;  and  how  to  cut  and  finish  wood.  I  )urii 
the  course,  such  pieces  as  blotter  holders,  book  racks,  magazine  racks,  t;  ibou 
ets,  shirtwaist  boxes,  and  piano  benches  are  made. 

Reed  and  raffia  work  are  taught  in  the  basketry  class.     Each  one 
and  applies  his  own  designs,  which  are  then  made  effective  ^through 
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IS,  and  stitches.  From  the  reed,  mats,  work-baskets,  and  other  useful 
Jes  are  woven.  At  the  close  of  the  year  all  pieces  which  have  been  made 
lis  course  are  displayed  in  the  classrooms  in  Leonard  Hall.

OUR  MODEL  SCHOOL 
NATURE  STUDY  IN  FIFTH  AND  SIXTH  GRADES 

The  aim  of  the  nature  work  conducted  in  these  grades  is  to  teach  the  pupil 
se  and  to  appreciate  the  wonders  and  beauty  in  the  world  around  us. 

The  work  is  chiefly  devoted  to  birds  and  flowers.  Special  study  is  made 
he  life  and  habits  of  certain  representative  birds,  such  as  the  Oriole,  Cat- 
1,  or  the  Robin.     The  children  are  encouraged  to  observe  all  birds  and  a 

minutes  each  day  are  given  over  to  hearing  reports  of  what  they  have 
1. 

They  are  also  encouraged  to  bring  in  specimens  of  wild  flowers,  and  in 

the  children  take  a  keen  interest.  In  less  than  six  weeks,  over  one  hun- 
d  different  flowers  have  been  brought  in,  ninety-eight  of  which  have  been 
led  and  classified. 

Calendars  are  kept  for  both  birds  and  flowers,  interest  being  held  by 
ipetition  for  possession  of  the  calendar. 

,  The  children  learn  to  love  the  birds,  to  watch  them  in  their  natural 
nes,  but  to  do  them  no  harm.  Often  one  can  see  two  or  three  pupils  creep- 
silently  among  the  shrubbery  on  the  campus  to  watch  a  nest  being  built, 
Dne  full  of  young  birds.  After  sights  such  as  these  we  are  led  to  believe 
t  the  study  is  not  taught  in  vain.

THE  1914  TRACK  SEASON 

Our  track  season  this  year  has  been  an  unusually  successful  one.  Several 
records  have  been  broken,  including  one  world's  mark.  Raymond  A. 
Carroll  established  a  new  record  for  the  60-yard  dash.  His  time  was  6  1-5 
seconds.  This  mark  is  considered  more  remarkable  as  it  was  made  en  an 
indoor  track.  The  old  relay  record,  made  by  that  famous  quartet,  Meyers, 
Smith,  Bruce,  Casteneda,  in  1911,  was  lowered  2-5  of  a  second  at  the  Pennsyl- 
vania State  College  Meet,  by  Gano,  Carothers,  Zener  and  Carroll.  The 
other  records  that  won  are,  the  220  yard  dash,  the  440  yard  run,  the  half  mile 
run,  the  mile  run,  the  two  mile  run,  the  shot  put,  the  hammer  throw,  discus 
and  pole  vault.  The  old  mark  in  the  100  yard  dash,  made  by  "Mike" 
Casteneda,  was  equaled  by  "Butch"  Carroll.  As  can  be  seen  by  the  amount 
of  records  broken,  Indiana  has  had  this  year  the  greatest  aggregation  of  track 
athletes  she  ever  had. 

The  first  meet  of  the  season  was  an  indoor  meet  at  Duquesne  Garden, 
PittsBurgh.  At  this  meet  our  relay  team  defeated  the  Penn  State  team  by 
several  yards.  In  this  race  the  Kiski  team  had  a  25  yard  handicap  and  were 
beaten  by  almost  a  lap. 

At  the  second  meet,  again  at  Duquesne  Garden,  we  handed  the  State  boys 
their  second  defeat.  Although  this  was  the  last  time  of  the  year  we  succeeded 
in  defeating  the  State  team,  the  strength  of  our  team  can  readily  be  ascertained 
as  the  State  aggregation  are  considered  the  strongest  they  have  ever  had. 

The  third  meet  at  Pittsburgh  saw  our  team  under  a  severe  handicap — 
two  men  with  bad  ankles  and  one  with  the  grippe.  We  had  to  be  satisfied 
with  fourth  place.     This  meet  ended  our  indoor  season. 

At  the  Penn  Relays  our  team  took  first  place  without  any  trouble,  de- 
feating West  Chester,  Mansfield,  East  Stroudsburg  and  Millersville,  and 
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establishing  a  new  record  for  their  event.  This  gave  them  the  Normal 
School  Championship  of  the  country.  Carroll  took  fourth  place  in  the  open 
hundred.  In  his  heat  he  defeated  Patterson,  the  University  of  Pennsylvania 
star,  v^ho  created  such  a  sensation  last  year. 

The  Pennsylvania  State  College  Meet  was  somewhat  of  a  farce  for  our 
boys,  they  bringing  home  nearly  all  of  the  medals.  The  point  score  was; 
Indiana,  149;  Bloomsburg  Normal,  13;  Bellefonte  Academy,  3. 

At  the  Cornell  Interscholastics,  the  following  week,  our  team  suffered 
*he  first  real  defeat  of  the  season.  Robinson  and  Goelitz,  the  only  two  rep- 
resentatives of  the  Keewatin  Seminary,  carried  off  first  honors  with  25 
points,  Mercersburg  was  second  with  23  K  points,  Indiana  third  with  22 H 
points.  Forty-two  schools,  ranging  from  Boston  to  Chicago,  competed. 
Kiski  with  three  points  was  far  down  the  list. 

Our  last  meet  of  the  year  was  with  the  Penn  State  Freshmen  at  Indiana. 
This  meet  was  hotly  contested  and  the  most  interesting  of  the  year.  We 
succeeded  in  defeating  the  "Up  Staters"  by  a  score  of  73  /^  to  523^. 

Of  this  year's  team  only  Morrow  and  Brown  will  be  lost  next  year. 
With  the  addition  of  several  new  stars,  we  predict  a  record-breaking  team 
next  season.

Indiana  continued  to  pile  up  victories,  win- 
ning from  Slippery  Rock  Normal,  St.  Francis  College,  Pittsburgh  Scholastics, 
two  games  from  Bellefonte  Academy.  They  have  lost  to  one  team  only  so 
far  this  season;  Dusquesne  won  a  closely  contested  game  by  a  score  of  4-2. 

Captain  Brickley's  team,  barring  accidents,  will  undoubtedly  finish  the 
season  with  many  victories  to  its  credit.

Pillow  congestion  of  the  brain.  From  this  she  rallied,  her  pain  had  disap- 
peared and  her  nurse  and  doctors  as  well  thought  the  trouble  was  over. 
She  sat  up,  walked  about  her  room,  took  solid  food,  and  all  supposed  the 
crisis  passed.  Suddenly  she  went  into  a  convulsion  and  without  gaining  con- 
sciousness, died  within  ten  minutes,  no  one  being  present  but  the  nurse. 
The  doctor  explains  the  collapse  by  saying  that  the  congestion  had  weakened 
the  walls  of  the  blood  vessels,  and  they  collapsed  and  caused  a  hemorrhage  of 
the  brain. 

Madge  Porter  loved  Indiana  and  in  return  Indiana  loved  her.  She 
brought  her  little  children  to  visit  us,  and  it  is  easy  for  us  at  Indiana  to  grant 
the  wish  of  her  husband,  when  he  says,  **  I  hope  her  Indiana  friends  will  in 
their  prayers  remember  the  kiddies  and  me." 

There  faded  away  at  Indiana  just  before  Easter  the  rarest  and  sweetest 
flower  that  ever  bloomed.    Wc  can  hardly  think  without  tears  that  our  sweet 
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little  Anna  May  has  passed  away.  She  was  just  two  years  old.  Two  years 
of  the  rarest  beauty  and  sweetness  and  joy  she  brought  to  us  all,  students  and 
teachers,  at  Indiana.  When  she  was  only  a  little  over  a  year  old  she  knew 
so  many  of  us  and  would  call  us  by  name  as  her  angelic  face  lighted  up  with 
love  and  recognition.  But  our  rare  flower  was  to  be  transported  to  a  fairer 
land,  where,  if  possible,  it  will  bloom  in  still  higher  beauty  and  sweeter 
fragrance.  We  felt  we  could  not  let  her  go,  and  hoped  day  by  day  for  the 
long  three  weeks  of  her  mortal  illness  that  each  tomorrow  would  bring  us 
better  news.  But  in  spite  of  all  that  devotion  and  skill  and  science  could  do, 
day  by  day  it  was  a  sadder  word  we  heard,  until  that  afternoon  of  Monday, 
April  sixth,  when  the  dreaded  news  reached  us.  Every  heart  went  out  to  the 
bereaved  father  and  mother.  Prof,  and  Mrs.  Kinsley.  But  no  word  or  heart- 
throb of  ours  could  bring  them  help.  Only  Time,  that  comes  to  the  saddest  of 
us  all  with  healing  on  its  wings,  can  bring  to  them  surcease  of  sorrow. 

W.  W.  Ulerich,  1884,  member  of  the  State  Legislature,  former  county 
superintendent  of  schools,  and  one  of  Latrobe's  most  prominent  citizens,  died 
at  the  Fairview  Sanitarium,  in  Pittsburgh,  at  an  early  hour  Tuesday  morning, 
February  26. 

Mr.  Ulerich  was  born  in  Ligonier  township,  Westmoreland  County,  and 
was  educated  in  the  township  schools,  in  the  Ligonier  Classical  Institute,  and 
in  the  Indiana  Normal,  from  which  institution  he  graduated  with  the  class  of 
1884.  He  leaves  his  wife  and  two  children:  Anna  Mary,  aged  seven,  and 
William,  Jr.,  aged  four.  A  sister,  Mrs.  Aschom,  postmistress  at  Ligonier,  and 
a  brother,  Squire  Samuel  Ulerich,  of  New  Florence,  are  living. 

Mr.  Ulerich  was  prominent  not  only  in  educational  and  political  circles 
in  Western  Pennsylvania  but  took  an  active  part  in  the  Methodist  church, 
promoting  the  interests  of  her  various  institutions  in  Western  Pennsylvania. 
He  will  be  greatly  missed  at  Ridgway  Park,  of  which  he  was  an  early  pro- 
moter, a  constant  friend  and  trustee.  He  was  a  prominent  figure  when  he  was 
in  the  Normal  School,  known  to  every  student  and  teacher,  and  added  much 
to  its  Hfe  and  work  and  enjoyment. 

Miss  Emma  Margaret  Whitfield,  aged  seventeen  years,  died  of  heart 
trouble  at  the  home  of  her  parents  in  Pittsburgh,  Tuesday,  March  17,  at 
four  o'clock  P.  M.  She  was  the  daughter  of  our  William  H.  Whitfield,  class 
of  1889,  and  a  sister  of  our  present  student  Irene  Whitfield.  She  was  a  fre- 
quent visitor  in  Indiana  as  a  guest  at  the  home  of  Capt.  C.  C.  McLain,  South 
Fifth  Street.  She  leaves  to  grieve  her  untimely  death,  her  father  and  mother 
and  sisters,  Irene  and  Mary,  and  her  brother,  William,  Jr. 
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Lieut.  James  M.  Murray,  class  of  1902,  of  the  Naval  Aviation  Corps,  fell 
to  his  death  Monday  afternoon,  February  16,  while  flying  over  Pensacola 
Bay,  Florida.  He  and  his  brother  Arthur  graduated  in  the  same  class  at  the 
Normal  School,  and  made  many  friends  both  in  the  school  and  in  the  town. 
The  machine  which  the  Lieutenant  was  flying  dipped  when  five  hundred  feet 
in  the  air  and  gaining  speed  with  each  movement,  struck  the  water  in  the 
middle  of  the  bay  with  terrific  force,  instantly  killing  the  aviator  and  wrecking 
the  aeroplane.  Lieutenant  Commander  Mustin  of  the  aviation  station 
at  Pensacola  made  an  examination  to  determine  the  cause  of  the  accident. 
Lieut.  Murray  was  among  the  experienced  aviators  of  the  Navy.  He  had 
made  several  flights  with  the  various  naval  machines  and  was  classed  with  the 
expert  aviators  of  the  corps. 

Some  years  after  leaving  Indiana,  James  Murray  graduated  from  the 
U.  S.  Naval  Academy  at  Annapolis  and  after  serving  as  ensign  went  into 
the  submarines  at  Manila.  Eighteen  months  before  his  death  he  became  inter- 
ested in  aviation  and  went  into  that  department.  During  the  last  holidays  he 
enjoyed  a  furlough  with  Pittsburgh  and  Washington  County  friends  and  later 
went  to  Pensacola.  There  he  joined  the  members  of  the  aviation  corps  with 
which  he  had  participated  in  flights  at  Marblehead,  Mass. 

At  the  time  of  his  death  his  parents,  Rev.  and  Mrs.  George  C.  Murray, 
of  Thomas,  a  country  town  in  Allegheny  County,  were  at  Candier,  Florida, 
having  gone  there  because  of  Rev.  Mr.  Murray's  impaired  health. 
An  aunt  of  the  young  naval  lieutenant,  with  whom  he  had  lived  for  many 
years,  also  was  at  Candier.  About  a  week  before  his  death,  Mrs.  Murray 
wrote  to  a  friend  in  Northside,  Pittsburgh,  of  her  son  having  joined  the  avia- 
tion fleet  at  Pensacola,  and  expressing  the  earnest  wish  that  he  would  soon 
retire  from  his  exploits  in  aviation,  adding  that  submarine  work  in  itself  was 
dangerous  enough.  Rev.  Mr.  Murray,  who  is  pastor  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Thomas,  brought  his  son's  body  north  for  burial,  and  it  is  pre- 
sumed Mrs.  Murray  also  came  home,  as  it  is  feared  the  shock  will  further 
weaken  the  minister. 

Miss  Edna  Huston,  191 1 ,  died  at  Bourne,  Texas,  after  an  illness  of 
several  months.  She  had  been  in  the  South  since  last  September,  having  gone 
to  New  Orleans  to  take  up  work  in  the  schools  there.  Immediately  after 
Edna's  illness  became  serious  her  mother  went  to  her  bedside  and  remained 
with  her  until  the  end  came.  The  body  was  brought  north  and  buried  from 
her  old  home  in  Fairfield  township,  Westmoreland  County.  In  addition  to 
her  parents  Edna  leaves  two  brothers.  Dr.  Clyde  Huston,  of  Pittsburgh,  and 
Thomas  Huston,  of  the  DuBois  schools. 
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It  is  with  great  pain  we  record  the  death  of  the  wife  of  one  of  our  former 
teachers,  Mrs.  F.  Stearns,  the  wife  of  our  Professor  of  Manual  Training  of 
*94-95-%.  She  passed  away  on  December  6, 1 9 1 3 ,  at  her  home  in  Santa  Ana« 
California,  after  an  illness  of  ten  days.  She  had  been  suffering  from  heart 
trouble.  Mrs.  Stearns  had  not  known  what  it  was  to  be  entirely  well  for 
years.  S^e  was  a  happy,  cheerful  woman  and  made  many  friends  as  well  in 
Pasadena,  where  the  Stearns  had  formerly  lived,  as  in  Santa  Ana.  The  ex- 
pressions of  sorrow  and  regret  were  many  and  sincere  for  the  death  of  this 
quiet  little  woman,  who  was  such  a  good  friend  and  kind  and  gentle  wife. 
The  Stearns  have  lived  in  California  for  ten  or  eleven  years.  Mr.  Stearns 
is  now  the  head  of  the  Manual  Training  department  of  the  public  schools 
of  Santa  Ana  in  that  state. 

WHO'S  WHO  IN  COAL  MINING 
(From  the  COAL  AGE) 

Harry  Mortimer  Kanarr  was  born  August  31 ,  1876,  near  Deckers  Point, 
Indiana  County,  Penn.  Mr.  Kanarr's  early  education  was  obtained  in  the 
pubHc  schools,  which  was  followed  up  by  a  special  mathematical  course  in 
the  State  Normal  School  at  Indiana,  Penn.,  and  supplemented  by  home 
studies. 

His  first  practical  training  was  obtained  under  his  father,  and  consisted 
mosdy  of  land  and  property  surveying.  In  October,  1902,  however,  we  find 
him  out  on  his  own  initiative,  being  employed  as  a  transitman  under  Walter 
F.  Arms,  chief  engineer  of  the  Rochester  &  Pittsburgh  Coal  &  Iron  Co.  His 
first  work  for  this  concern  was  in  charge  of  the  construction  at  the  Ernest 
Mines,  near  Indiana. 

Exactly  one  year  later  he  was  transferred  to  Iselin  as  assistant  to  Robt. 
H.  Wilson,  chief  engineer  in  charge  of  the  construction  of  that  plant.  Jan- 
uary, 1905,  found  him  again  transferred  to  Punxsutawney,  where  he  became 
division  engineer  under  Geo.  D.  Bartholomew,  a  few  months  later  becoming 
Mr.  Bartholomew's  assistant.  In  May,  1907,  he  was  appointed  chief  engin- 
eer in  responsible  charge  of  all  the  work  formerly  handled  by  all  three  of  his 
previous  employers. 

Mr.  Kanarr  is  now  chief  engineer  of  the  Rochester  &  Pittsburgh  Coal  & 
Iron  Co.,  the  Jefferson  &  Clearfield  Coal  &  Iron  Co.,  the  Cowanshannock 
Coal  &  Coke  Co.,  the  Reynoldsville  &  Falls  Creek  R.  R.  Co.,  and  at  the 
present  time,  he  is  also  serving  as  secretary-treasurer  of  the  Hudson  Coal 
Mining  Co.

Sons  and  daughters  of  the  Indiana  State  Normal  School  numbering 
350  completely  filled  the  banquet  hall  of  the  Monongahela  House  at  the 
second  annual  banquet  of  the  Allegheny  County  Alumni  Association  of  the 
famed  Indiana  institution.  In  point  of  attendance  the  dinner  far  exceeded 
the  first,  and  the  enthusiasm  displayed  augurs  well  for  the  success  of  the 
subsequent  annual  gatherings. 

The  speakers*  table  ran  the  length  of  the  room,  in  order  to  hold  the  many 
honor  guests  of  the  evening.  Not  the  least  of  these,  and,  in  fact,  without 
whom  the  banquet  would  have  been  incomplete,  was  Miss  Jane  E.  Leonard, 
Preceptress  of  the  school,  who  has  been  connected  with  the  institution  since  it 
was  started  in  1875.
